That a committee of five be raised under tho 
appointment of the Speakers of the two Houses, 
three from the Housos of Representatives and 
two from the Senate, to carry out tho objects indi- 
cated in the preamble to this resolution. 

Mr. ROUSSEAU offered the following 
resolutions which were referred to the com- 
mittee ou Military Affairs, viz: 

Resolved by the House of Representatives, That 
the act of Congress which passed the House of 
Representatives in Congress on the 2d instant, 
which authorizes tho' President to organize 300 
regiments of negroes, for the purpose of muster- 
ing them into tho service of the United States 
Army and Navy, is no where warranted by the 
Constitution of the United States, but is a flagrant 
violation thereof, and inconsistent with the 
theory of our Government, and contrary to the 
habits and customs of the American people, and 
unprecedented in the history of America, or any 
other civilized nation; and that it is directly arm- 
ing and equipping tho negro for the purposo of 
making war upon the white man for his freedom. 

Resolved, further, That it is the opinion of this 
House that such a mode of warfaro would demor- 
alize the whole army of the United States, and 
prove destructive to the Union cause. 

Resolved, further, That whilst Kentucky is tru- 
ly loyal, and will use every honorable effort to 
suppress the rebellion and rostore the Government, 
based upon the Constitution, that she cannot tol- 
erate or submit to such a mode of warfare. 

Resolved, That the Governor be requested to 
transmit a copy of these resolutions to tho Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

Mr. MARTIN offered the following reso- 
lutions, which lie one day on the table un- 
der the rule, viz : 

1. Resolved by the General Assembly of the Com- 
monweatth of Kentucky, That we rejoice at the 
suceess of our Northern, conservative. Democratic 
brethren in their late eloctious in the States of 
New York, New Jersey, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
Pennsylvania and Wisconsin. 

2. Reeolvtd, That we look forward with feelings 
of confidence anil delight to tho time when they 
are to become the rulers of the government of our 
fathers. For then we are confident that we will 
have the Constitution with all of its guarantees, 
the Union as it was, and the negro whore he le- 
gitimately belongs. 

3. Reiolvcd, That we pledge our lives, our 
property, and our most sacred honors, to co-0| cr 
ate with tbem in every effort tbey may make thai 
has for its object peace, aud a restoration of the 
Union, accompanied by the Constitution as con- 
st' ued by the Supreme Court of the United Slates. 

4. Kcsolve-I, That neither Congress, nor the 
people, nor governments ot the non-slaveholdin^ 
Stales have a con'titulional right to legislate 
upon or interfere with slavery in any slavehold- 
ing State of the Union. 

5. Resolved, That the Constitution and laws 
made in pursua> ce thereof are nnd must remain 
the supreme law ol the land, and as such must be 
preserved and maintained in their proper and 
rightful supremacy. 

Mr. ALLEN offered the following resolu- 
tion, which was referred to the committee 
on Federal Relations, viz : 

Resolved by the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky, That it it the duty of Ken- 
tucky soldiers in tho field to fight with their ac- 
customed valor for the restoration of the Union, 
and that it is the bounden duty of us not in the 
army to maintain the Constitution and keep it in- 
violate 

And then the House adjourned.

Orders. 

The General Commanding at this Post de- 
sires to express his admiration of the zeal 
evinced by certain secession families in ad 
ministering to the wants and alleviating the 
sufferings of the Confederate wounded to day 
brought to this city. 

Great praise should be awarded them for 
their devotion to the suffering soldiers of 
that cause to which they are so enthusiasti- 
cally allied. 

Desiring to give tliem still greater facili- 
ties for the exercise of that devotion which 
to-dav led them through the mud of the pub 
lie streets of this city, unmindful of the in- 
clemency ot the weather, and desiring fur- 
ther to obviate the necessity of that public 
and flaunting display, which must bejrepng- 
nant to the retiring dispositions of the softer 
sex, the General Commanding direct as fol- 
lows : 

Surgeon Thurston, Medical Director, will 
select forty-five of the wounded and sick 
Confederate soldiers this day brought from 
the front, to be quartered as follows: 

Fifteen at the house of Mrs. McCall, fif- 
teen at the house of Dr. Buchanan, and fif 
teen at the house of Mr. Sandy Carter, all 
on Cherry street, immediately below Church 
street. 

As it is desirable that the sick and wound- 
ed should not be agitated bv the presence of 
too many persons, no one will be admitted 
to the rooms in which the wounded are ex- 
cept their Surgeons, without passes from 
Surgeon Thurston. 

Each family above named will be held re- 
sponsible for the safe delivery of the Confed- 
erate soldiers thus assigned, wiien called 
for by the proper military authority under 
penalty, in failure of such delivery, of for- 
feiture to the United State* of their property 
and personal liberty.

Treason! Traitors! Rebels! Secessionists! 

I have noticed, with disgust, a piece writ- 
ten for the Yeoman, in which it is said spies 
were placed upon the conduct of the caucus 

who "attempted to fathom their purposes.

The raid into East Tennessee has proved 
successful, the bridges have been burnt, our 
cause has been damaged. and the enemy lias 
escaped unmolested. 

About 5 o'clock on the evening of the 2d 
of January, General Humphrey Marshall, 
with alarge force ol'cavalry. attacked the rear 
guard ot the enemy underGeo. Carter, in the 
little town of Jonesville, Lee county, Va 
Firing continued about five minutes — the 
enemy retired a mile or two from town, drew 
up in line of battle, and awaited the ap- 
proach of tbe Confederate officer, who, it is 
said with shame, satisfied with the honor of 
holding " the city," struck his camp for the 
night, and consoled himself by venting his 
spleen on the patriotic citizens. 

Leading from Jonesville to Crank's Gap, 
through which the enemy passed, are two 
roads — the enemy took one; the question 
naturally asked by all is, why did not Gen- 
eral Marshall take the other, and cut off 
their retreat ? Did he arrive too late ? Not 
so. For, to my own knowledge, the ad- 
vance guard ol the enemy were not distant 
two miles from Jonesville. as late as six 
o'clock in the night, an hour after the firing 
commenced. But, strange to say, this Gen- 
eral, whose mind and body were doubtless 
wearied Irom over exhaustion and want of 
sleep (I cannot imagine what else could 
have made him so stupid — lor he is a very 
temperate man,) had not the least infor- 
mation as late as eight o'clock in tbe night, 
of the enemy's having drawn up in line of 
battle beyond the town, and was actually 
surprised to learn that they had left their 
position so late. Tired and worn out as they 
were, having had but little sleep, and not a 
moulbtul to cat for forty-eight hours, they 
threw down the gage of battle, and Humph- 
rey Marshall, indifferent and unconcerned, J lowing wholesome order 
indeed ignorant of the fact, lay there in tbe 
town, as though he were the conqueror of a 
hundred provinces and the hero of a hund- 
red battle fields. 

A Confederate General pursuing an ene- 
ny at the rate of fourteen miles in nine 
hours, surely entitles him to be classed 
unong those bold and daring officers who 
have won so many laurels in our service I 
Both commands at the same distance from 
lonesvillo, and the enemy held in check by 
-.mail squads of citizens aud soldiers, thi* 
hero of Pound Gap, marches along "in calm 
contemplation and poetic ease," like one 
a Iio has just enjoyed the luxury of a good 
•neal, and anticipates a better when he gets 
to his journey's end. Neither the enthusi- 
asm ol his soldiers, nor the entreaties of 
lis officers, could induce him to march more 
rapidly. Slowly and leisurely he plods on 
it the rate of two miles an hour. Magnifi- 
ent marching! At this rate, let the ene- 
my calculate how many bridges they could 
burn, how much of the railroad they could 
iestroy, and how long they could remain in 
Bast Tennessee, and make their escape with- 
out being molested. 

But, for all this, we might forgive Gener al 
Marshall, had he only pursued and fought 
he enemy when he reached Jonesville. 
However, he is a very humane and moral 
nan, and dislikes very much to see anybody 
hurt. How could bis generous heart, so full 
if love and compassion, bear to see bis sol- 
liers butcher (horrible word) those who 
tave come among us to violate the sanctity 
ol our homes, and trample under toot our 
most sacred rights. 

All honor to the gallant officers and men 
inder hi? command — worthy of a better 
eader — eager to pursue the worn out enemy, 
ind chastise him lor his rashness, had they 
,iermission to follow ; but the "hero of Jones 
ille" obstinately refused all appeals — will 
lot fight himself, nor allow his men to

The Scpply of Rags and thb High Price 
>f Pap KB. — The paper manutacturers have 
•cnt a memorial toCongress. backed up bv 
a Committee well supplied with money, in 
which they lay the entire rise in paper to the 
tailing ofTin the supply of material formerly 
received from the South, and the high price 
of cotton goods diminishing the supply of 
rags. The N. Y. Journal of Commerce fur 
nishes the answer to all this in a nutshell 
The supplies from the South were cut off in 
the spring of 1861, nearly two years ago, 
and instead of rags becoming higher priced 
in consequence, they were cheaper, and pa- 
per was sold at cheaper rates in 1802 than 
in 1861. This knocks the cry of a Southern 
supply into a "cocked bat." Why did not 
paper go up in 1361 ? Why did not rags be- 
come expensive in 1861 ? Then again at the 
present moment the demand for paper is 
smaller than it has been in many years 
The consumption has steadily decreased ever 
since the war began. No special cause ex 
isted in the fall of 1862 for a rise in price 
and yet the price of paper went up a bun 
dred per cent, within a few weeks. It is 
nonsense to talk about this being caused by 
a deficiency in the supply of rags, owing to 
the war The paper-makers must try some 
more sensible explanation than this, if they 
would have the people believe there is no 
combination. Who controls tbe price ot 
rags? Is there any competition for them 
against the paper-makers? Does any one 
else want them 80 much as to force up the 
price? When paper-makers are only mak 
ing 75 per cent, of the paper they made t 
year ago, and there is no other use for rags 
except to make paper, it is very plain that 
the paper-makers control the price of rags 
entirely. If rags are high, they make them 
■o.
